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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further consideration, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a magnesia-based 
refractory composition containing sulfamic acid and 5.0-8.0 wt% calcium hydroxide. Of the 
previously applied art, Nagle et al. (US 4,383,045) does not disclose or suggest employing 
calcium hydroxide, and JP 62-148377 does not suggest employing greater than 5.0 wt% calcium 
hydroxide. 

JP '377 discloses employing five parts by weight calcium hydroxide. See page 8, last 
sentence. Five parts by weight calcium hydroxide added to 100 parts by weight refractory 
aggregate, 0.1 parts by weight aluminum sulphate and 0.1 parts by weight sulfamic acid converts 
to a composition containing 4.8 wt% calcium hydroxide.
